DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is directed towards tlie Applicant's response filed May 
22, 2008. Claims 1-95 and 108-149 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-95 and 108-149 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field does not teach the combination of features 
of the claimed invention, particularly including: 

As per claim 1 , a method of creating a data package comprising data and 
usage permissions for the data in the form of usage rule sets, where the package 
is associated with a secure storage vault, and where the vault comprises 
dedicated space on a hard drive where the vault is rendered invisible to a user by 
assignment of false file names and locations to the contents stored in the vault. 

As for claim 129, this claim is directed towards the computer program 
product embodied in a computer readable medium that directs a processor to 
undertake the method steps of claim 1 . Claim 1 29 recites substantially the same 
limitations as claim 1 and is allowable on the same basis as that claim. 
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As per claim 95, a system comprising a receiver for processing a data 
pacl<age associated witli a vault located within the receiver, where the vault 
comprises dedicated hard drive space whose contents are rendered invisible to a 
user by assignment of false file names and addresses to the contents of the 
vault, and where the receiver provides additional internal security for protecting 
the contents of the vault. 

As for claim 148, the claim is directed to the system that carries out the 
method of claim 1 . Claim 148 recites substantially the same limitations as claim 1 
and is allowable on the same basis as that claim.
